TIMING OF THE DISCLOSURE 

The listed documents are being submitted in compliance with 37 CFR § 1.97(b), 
within three (3) months of the filing date of the application. 

RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

The relevance of foreign-language documents A7 and A8 is described in the present 
specification. 

Document A4 discloses a cleaning device that is moved back and forth in the 
longitudinal direction of a needle-like electrode. The cleaning device uses four blades made 
of flexible sheets and these blades are rotated for cleaning. 

Document A5 discloses a corona discharge electrode having a saw-tooth portion 
rotatably provided. The discharge electrode is rotated, and the tip end of its saw-tooth portion 
is brought into contact with a cleaning member. Thus, discharged products are scraped off 
the tip end of the saw-tooth portion. This document is also discussed in the specification. 

Document A6 discloses a cylindrical cleaning member which is soft and adapted to 
clean a saw-tooth discharge portion. The tip end of the discharge portion is cleaned by 
moving the cleaning member along a plate electrode. This document is also discussed in the 
specification. 

Documents Al and A8 claim priority based on the same first-filed application. 
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English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). English 
language abstracts are provided herewith. 

Applicant respectfully requests that any listed document be considered by the 
Examiner and be made of record in the present application and that an initialed copy of Form 
PTO/SB/08 be returned in accordance with MPEP §609.
